Future Of 
The UN. 


EFORE the present 

session uf the United 
Nations General Assembly 
is over it muy find {taclt 
cnlled upon to take decisions 
that will shape and deter- 
mine the future of’ the UN 
in world affairs. Certainly 
the time uppearn to have 
come when it seems .essen- 
tial some real “thinking 
should be done about the 
future .of this world 
organisation, especially in 
view of the decision to 
dincuss - preparatory work 
relating to a revision of 
the Charter, But while 
many will agree with Mr 
Foster Dulles and other 
delegates that the time 
has arrived for Charter 
revision, the deep seated 
trouble within the United 
Nations ix not removable 
merely by ‘such an actlon. 
The real problem is the 
“cu-exiutence” in the body 
of the UN of the “two 
camps.” There are many, 
both governments and jn- 
dividuais, who would still 
like to ignore that fact. 
There are some who have 
come in the face of historic 
{nets to regard the divisions 
as between, the Sovict 
Union and the United 
States — as a conflict 
between two great powers 
into which, by one means 
or another, the othor 
nations are being dragged. 
‘vhey tend to believe that 
the evil could be remedied’ 
by the creation of a “third 
foree” or of ua “neutral 
bloc.” It is ao diagnosis 
which disregards facts, It 
wos not until 1947 that 
Soviet propaganda began 
to picture America as the 
organiser and. leader of the 
Nmperiatistic camp.” Yet 
division in the UN had 
made itself clear already in 
the first mectings of the 
‘Security Council and the 
Assembly in London at the 
beginning of 1946. The 
doctrine of the inevitable 
conflict between the two 
camps (in which there can 
be no neutrality) is oldor 
sull, Soviet Russia hus 
always argued there can be 
co-existence,,. but she has. 
been equally insistent that 
there must also be two 
camps, 


HERE in the example of 
the, vexed und controver- 
sial question of the 
admission of Communist 
. Chinn to the United 
Nations. It is frequently 
discussed in terms of which 
of two rival claimants 
really entitled to speak for 
“China.” But at the bottom 
that is not the real issue. 
Tho real issue is whether 
or not the UN should bo a 
“universal” or a “selective” 
body; whether It should 
include all States irrespec-. 
tive of the nature of thelr 
regimes, or whether it 
would function more 
effectively if its membor- 
ship were restricted to 
“Sike minded” countries. 
Logically those who call 
for the exclusion of Red 
China should call for the 
expulsion of Communist 
Russia and of her Com- 
munist sateliites. But fow 
_of them do. Logically 
‘those “who call for the 
admission of Communist 
China ‘should also. call for. 
the admission of Franco's 
Spain, At the sumo timo 
if the concopt of a 
“gniversal” United Nations 
is accepted, its con- 
sequences must also be 
necepted, And one . of 
thoae consequences is that

" Mounties” Keep Their 80-Year-Old Oath 
More Than A 
Police Foree

IGHTY ‘yeatrs ‘ago: 

this month, a small, 

obscure police force 

swore in ita first 
recruits. Only ' 16 years’ 
later, its commander report- 
ed himself ‘deluged - with 
applications’ to join it. 
More recently, an American 
law-court pronounced it “the 
envy of the world.” 


. The Royal Carfadian 
(born Northwest) Mounted 
Police have always been 
far more than just another 
police force. Totaling only 
800, the original body was a 
cross between a police force 
and a first-clags cavalry re- 
giment, wearing the 
Queen’s scarlet and armed 
mainly with pistols and car- 
bimes. 

In 1874, it marched from

of “inventory liquidation” 
since there will be no such 
Mquidation in any real 
sense. 


Today the high inventories are 
mot x0 casily explained away. 
Phe Guaranty Trust deseribes 
their accumulation as “perhaps 
the ‘most disquicting factor in 
th: current busincss situation." 
Business Week regards them os 
the black cloud on the business 
horizon, During the , second 
quarter -the accumulation of 
inventories jumped to a rate of 
nearly $9 billion a year. This 
was even fester than . in the 
fourth quarter of 1952, and of 
far poorer quality. ce. end- 
1952 build-up was a voluntary 
rcbuilding of stocks of raw 
moteriat and = semi-manufac- 
turers deploted during the sicel 
strike. The recent bulld-up was 
mainty an involuntary accumula- 
tien of finished durcble goods 
which had been produced faster 
than they could be sold. <A 
fairly substantial recent growth 
in stocks of finished non-durable 
goods mercly offset liquidation 
of stocks during the previous slx 
months; bat again the previous 
Mquidaticn sppeared to be 
voluntary while the more recent 
re-accumulation was involuntary. 
In both durables and = non- 
durables the main brunt was 
being thrown on the manu- 
facturers, whose stocks were 
rising af a rate of 13 per cent 
per annum, ‘ 4 

Whether or not there Is to be 
any Nquidation of inventories 
such as might touch off a sct- 
back, u cessation of the second- 
quarter rate of inventory ac- 
ctrmulation seems almost certain; 
It could be avoided only by a 
prompt acceleration in the 
growth of Incomes and of credit, 
of which there ts no sign. Mere 
cessation, of inventory accumula- 
tion removes a demand, and 
tends to cause slackening unicss 
it is offect by a new demand in 
some other sector. Maintenance 
of inventories to however high 
a level does' not absorb any 
current output. Bu! maintenance 
of them. scems to be the best 
that cam be expeced—better 
than ig probable, unless poople 
got. involuntarily. stuck-with high. 
stocks in a way that would be 
far from bullish, During July 
and August the disappearance of 
ote demand Item—absorption 
into Inventory accumulation— 
was just sbout offsct by the 
emergence of' another — the 
unexpected pick-up In construc- 
tion. Since there must be some 
limits to such things as com- 
struction booms even in’ the 
United Btotes, the danger Is that 
the supply of offsetting factors 
will rurt out.

‘OUTLOOK FOR | 
GERMAN BONDS — 


(By Norman Crump, Sunday Times Clty Editor) 


While the’ question 


London, Sept. 13. 
of Germany's external 


debts was never an issue in the recent West Ger- 
man elections, Dr Adenauer’s decisive victary has 
cleared the air in one or two important respects. 
First and foremost, the inevitable uncertainty 
over the result of the elections has now given place 
to the prospect of a period of stable government 


for Western Germany. 


This should accelerate ‘the 
country's economic and indus- 
teinl recovery, which has al- 
ready made remarkable  pro- 
gress, and while this may raise 
problema for industrialists and 
gxporters elsewhere, It holds 
Out some ‘assurance that 
Western Germany's balance of 
Payments will be fully suMcient 
to cover her external deb: ob- 
ligations, Alrendy, St should be 
soied, she has ample forcign 
exchange In hand. ° 


Next, I have received the 
impression, both in London and 
Frankfurt, that Western Ger- 
many’s ability to pay jis rein- 
forced by her desire to restore 
her credit in the. world’s chict 
financial centres. Thus while 
under the Debt Agreement 
new elnking-fund payments do 
not begin unti® 1958, there ts 
nothing to prevent her buyin, 
her sterling bonds fn the Lon- 
don market so soon as she 
thinks fit. Again, the advent to 
power of-a strong Government 
may conceivably accelerate the 
completion of olf the ad 
7 pirative : wotlk. needed bee 
fore debt payments can actually 
begin. 


As regards the ‘immediate 
fisture, the process of depositing 
the ratifications of the Debt 
Agreement by the Governments 
conecrned {8 now practically 
complete, The validation of 
outstanding bonds by the Ger- 
man authorities {is making 
good progress. Ay yct no num- 
bers of validated bonds have 
been published, but practically 
ailssterling bonds held by 
British residents are being 
validhted under the “shortened” 
procedure, and this should be 
approaching completion. 


THE COMING OFFER — 


The next step will be the 
publication of the offers to 
existing bond-holders to cx- 
change their holdings Into new 
bonds. But before offer 
can be made, the actual word- 
ing of .cach sect of bonds will 
have to be agreed, and this in- 
volves questions of ‘ legal 
drafting. It is. understood that 
the broad outline of the text of 
the new Dawes, ‘Young and 
“K.K." bonds has been agreed 
but that there are details still 
to be settled. Less progress 
has been made over the ‘“Non- 
Reich” bonds, 


—~When-~—the-text-of — the-new- 
bonds has been settled, the 
bonds will, have to ‘be printed. 
This again will ‘take — time. 
Meanwhile British holders of 
sterling bonds at the moment 
need do nothing. When the 
offers. are published, British 
holders will be notified by their 
bankers, and will receivo — an 
‘Gnvitation to accept the offer. 
They will then have to consider 
its terms, in the light of their 
own and market circumstances,
